Regarding claims 1 and 22, Applicant argues that Lippman (US 5,371 ,500) and Cook (US 4,894,864) fail to disclose "an interface 
circuit formed on a first integrated circuit (IC) for generating a different current signal response to a reference and a digital data 
input". The examiner, however, does not agree with the Applicant. Lipmann (figue 1; and col. 2, line 32 - col. 3, line 26) discloses 
an interface circuit formed on a first IC for generating an output signal response to a referece signal and a digital data input 
signal. Lipman does not disclose the output signal being a differental current signal. However, Cook (figure 1; col. 2, line 48 - col. 
3, line 13) disclose generating a different current signal response to two signals: a digital data input (17) and another signal (19). 
Therefore, the combination of Lippman and Cook reads o nthe claimed limitation of claims 1 and 22 .
